G.S.R, 1530. — -In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Con.slitution, the Picrident hereby 
makes the following rules for rcgu'ating the recriutinent of 
ex-servicemen in Central Civil Services and Posts, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules niay be 
called the Ex-, servicemen (Rc-employmcnt in Central Civil Ser- 
vices and Posts) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on 
the first day of July, 1979. . 

2. Definition.s. — ^In these rules, unless Ihe context otherwise 
requires — 

(a) "Armed Forces of the Union" means the naval, mili- 

tary and air forces of the Union ; 

(b) "disabled ex-serviceman” means an cx-serviceman who 

while serving in the Armed Forces of the Union 
was disabled in operations against the enemy or in 
disturbed areas ; 

(c) "ex-serviceman" means a person, who has served in 

any rank (whether as a combatant or as non-com- 
batant), in the Armed Force.s of the Union, in- 
' eluding the Armed Forces of Ihc former Indian 
vStates, but excluding the Assam Rides, Defence 
Security Corps, General Reserve Engineering Force, 
Lok Sahayak Sena and Territorial /Vmy, for a con- 
tinuous period of not less than six months after 
attestation, and 

(i) has been released, otherwise than at bis own re- 

quest or by way of dismiss, al or discharge on 
account of misconduct or inefficiency, or has 
been transferred to the reserve pending such re- 
lease, or 

(ii) has to serve for not more th.m six months for com- 

pleting the period of service requisite for becoming 
entitled to be released or transferred to the reserve 
as aforesaid ; or 

(iii) has been released at his own request, after complet- 

ing five years service in the Armed Forces of (he 
Union ; 

(d) "para-military forces" means the Border Security 
Force, Central Reserve Police Force, Indo-Tibetan 
Border Police, Central Industrial Security Force 
Secretarial Security Force, .Ass.am Rifles, and Railw.ay 
Protection Force ; 

(e) “reserved vacancies" means vacancies reserved under 

rule 4 for being filled by ex-servicemen. 

3. Application. — ^The.se rules shall apply to all the Central 
Civil Services and Posts. Group ‘C’ and Oronn ‘D’ and to 
the posts of the level of Assistant Commandant in all para- 
military forces, 
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4. Reservation of vacancic.s. — tl) Ten per cent of the \'a- 
cancies in the posts of the level of Assistant Commandant in 
all para-military foces; ten per cent of the vacancies in each 
of the categories of Group C post.s and of such posts in each 
group 'C Service; rmcl twenty per cent of the vacancies in 
each of the categories of Group ‘D’ posts and of such posts 
in each Group ‘D’ Service, including permanent vacancies 
filled initially on a temporary basis and lemporaiy vacancies 
which arc likely to be made permanent or .me likely to con- 
tinue for three monlh 5 and more, to be filled by direct re- 
cruitment in any year shall be reserved for being filled by 
cx-scrviccmen : 

Provided Ihc percentage of reservation so specified for ex- 
scrviccrncn in a category of posts shall be ijicrcascd or dec- 
reased in any one recruitment year to the extent to which the 
total number of vacancies reserved for ex-scrvlccmcn. Sche- 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes (including the carried foi- 
w.aul reservations for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribe-,) 
and for any other categories taken together, fall.s short or is 
in excess, ns the case may be, of fifty per cent of the vacan- 
cies in that category of posts filled in that year ‘ 

Provided further that in case of an increase in the reserva- 
tion for the cx-servicomen under the preceding proviso, the 
additional vacancies so made avilable for them shall be uti- 
lised finst for the appointment of disable ex-servicemen and if 
any such vacancies still remain unfilled thereafter the .same 
shall then be made available to other cx-servicemcn. 

(2) Out of the vacancies reserved for being filled by cx- 
servicemen, vacancies shall be reserved for candid.Ues belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and Schedn'ed Tribes in accor- 
dance with such orders as are issued in this behalf by the 
Central Government from time to time ; 

Provided that if any ex-serviceman belonging to the Sche- 
duled Caste or Scheduled Tribe is selected, his selection shall 
be counted against the overall quota of reservations that 'hall 
be provided for the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Ccnlial Government 
from time to time. 

(3) No vacancy reserved for ex-servicemen in a post to be 
filled otherwise than on the results of an open competitive 
examination, .shall l>e filled by Ihe appointing authority by 
any general candidate, until and unless the said authority. — 

(1) has obtained a ‘Non-avnilahility Cerfific.ale’ from the 

employment exchange fwhei'c a requisition is placed 
on an employment exchange! ; 

(ii) has verified the non-av.ailabilily of a auilablo candi- 

date hy reference to ih,r Director Genei'al Re"ettlc- 
ment and recorded a certificate to that effect, and 

(iii) has obtrdned approval of llie Central Government. 

3. Special provision regarding age limit --For ap- 
pointment to any v.acancy in Central Civil Services Group ‘C’ 
and Group ‘D’, whether reserved or nol under these rules, 
every ex-acrv'iceman who has put in ival less than six months 
continuous service in the Armed Forres of the Union shall 
he allowed to deduct the period of snrh .service from his 
aelii'd age .and if the re.snllanf aec does not exceed the maxi- 
mum age limit prcscribcsl for the post or service for which 
he seeks appointment by more than three years, he shall be 
deemed to satisfy the condition regarding age limit, 

6. Special provision regarding educational qualification — 

(I) For appointment to any reserved vacancy in Group 
'D' posts, every ex-serviceman who has put in not less 
than three years service in the Armed Forces 
of the Union shall be exempt from the minimum edu- 
cational qualification, if any, prescribed in respect of 
such posLs. 

(2) For appointment to any reserved v.ncanv in Group ‘C’ 

po.sts, the apnoinling aulboiitv may. at its discertion, 
relax the minimum educational qualification, where 
such qualification prescribed is a pass in the Mitkfie 
.School Fxaminalion or anv lower examination, in 
favour of ex-servicemen who have put in at least 
three years service in the Armed Forces of the Union 
and who are otherwise considered fit and suitable 
for appointment to such posts, in view' of their ex- 
perience and other qualifications. 
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(3) For appointment to any reserved vacanoy in Group 
‘C’ posts, to be tilled partly by direct recruitment and 
pai'tly by promotion or transfer, where the 
ininimnm educational or technical qiialificntion pres- 
cribed for appointinent by diiect recruitment is 
higher than that prescribed for proraotces or trans- 
ferees, an ex-serviceman shall be deemed to satisfy 
the prescribed educational or technical qualification 
if he.— 

(0 satisfies the educalioiial or technical qualification 
prescribed for direct recruitment to the poU from 
which pi emotion or transfer to the post m questi- 
on IS allowed, and 

(ii) has identical experience of work in a similar dis- 
cipline and for the same ntimber of years in the 
Armed Forces of the Union, as prescribed for 
promotces or transferees. 

ExpIannWon. — -For the purposes of this rule, in computing 
the period of three years service, there shall be added any 
period of .service which an ex-serviceman has rendered while 
serving in a corresponding post or posts in a civil department, 
or a pnlilie sector undertaking or an aiilonomoug organisation, 
whclher under the Central Gveniment or any Stale Govern- 
ment, or in a Nationalised Bank to the period of service ren- 
dered in the Armed Forces of the Union. 

7. Amendment of reciiiitment inks. — All regulating 

the recruitment of persons to Group ‘C and Group ‘D’ posts 
and .services under Ihe Central Government shall be .subject 


to the provisions of these rules and sh.ill be construed ac- 
cordingly. 

8. Interpretation. — If any question arises aa to the inter- 
pretation m these rules, the question shall he decided by the 
Central Government and the decision of the Central Govern- 
ment .shall be final. 

Explanatory nicmoramUim to the Ex-serviccnitn (Re-employ- 
ment (it Central Civil Services and Posts) Rules, 11179. 

Under the Fx-servicemen (Reservation of Vacancies in the 
Central Civil Services and Posts, Clas.s 111 and Class IV) Rules, 
1974, the reservations for ex-servicemen were available in 
the vacancies filled by direct recruitment in ihe Central Civil 
Services and Posts, Class III and Class IV. These 
rules ceased to be in force w.e.f. the 1st Jivly, 
1979. Since the problem of rehabilitation of ex-servicemen 
is a continuing feature, it has been decided to make available 
to the ex-servicemen certain facilities for their rehabilitation 
in Civil employment on a permanent basis. In formulating the 
picsent rules the provisions of the Ex-servicemen (Reservation 
of Vacancies in the Central Ci\il Services and Posts Class III 
and Class IV) Rules 1974, and the decisions taken on the re- 
commendations of the Working Group of offleers on Reseltlc- 
ment of Ex-servicemen with regard to changes in iho.^e rules 
including change in the nomcnelattire of Ihe rules h.avc been 
taken into account. This will not adversely affect the lights 
of any per.son.
